South CtaroUn*. 


101 OUTSIDE DECREES RECOGI1ZED 


If the Provisions of the Proposed New 


Constitution an Carried by the Peo- 


ple— Elaborate Provisions for the 


Regulation ol Elections.' 


COLUMBIA, S C., Oct 2.—After a de- 


bate 
continuing all through last 


night's session and through nearly all 
of to-day's, the constitutional conven- 
tion has decided that there shall never 
be a divorce granted in South Carolina 
for any cause. The vote was 80 to 49. 
Senator Tillman did his best to have 
the divorces of other states recognized 
in this state, but for once his appeals 
were beard with a deaf ear and he was 
voted down. The Bible was quoted 
from very freely during the debate. 
The parliamentary clincher was put 
on after the matter was adopted. - 


There was also a big fight to-day to 


have the convention take a recess un- 
til 
January 14. This was killed. 


Then an effort was made to have a re- 
cess of ten days. It, too, failed, the 
vote being 86 to 53. 


At 2 o'clock the long-looked-for and 


all-important provisions relating to 
the suffrage made their appearance. 
They read as follows: 


SECTION 4—The qualifications for suf- 


frage shall be as follows: (A) residence 
in the state for two years; in the county 
one year; in the election districts in 
which the elector offers to vote four 
months; and the payment of a poll tax 
six months before any election. Pro- 
Tided, however, that ministers of the 
gospel in charge of an organized 
church shall be entitled to vote after 
six months' residence in the state if 
otherwise qualified. 


(U)—Registration, which shall pro- 


vide for the enrollment of every elec- 
tor once in ten years. 


(C)—The person applying for reg- 


istration must be able to read and 
write any section of this constitution 
ot must show that he owns and pays 
taxes on 8800 worth of property in this 
state. Provided, that at the first reg- 
istration under this constitution, and 
tip to January 1, 1898, all male persons 
ot voting age who can read a clause in 
this constitution or understand and 
explain it when read to them by the 
registration officer, shall be entitled 
to register 
and 
become electors. 


A separate 
record 
of

persons 
thus 
registered, 


•worn to by the registration officer, 
•hall be filled, one copy with the clerk 
of the court, and one in the office of 
the secretary of state, on or before 
January 1,1898. and such persons shall 
remain during life qualified voters un- 
less disqualified by the provisions of 
section 6 of this article. The certificate 
of the clerk of the court or of the sec- 
retary of state shall be sufficient evi- 
dence to establish the right of said 
class of citizens to registration and the 
franchise. 


(D)—Any person who shall apply for 


registration after January 1, 1893, if 
otherwise qualified, may be registered, 
provided that he can both read and 
write any section of this constitution 
or can show that he owns and has 
paid taxrs during the previous year on 
property in this state assessed at $300 
or more. 


(E)—Managers of elections shall re- 


quire of every elector offering to vote 
at any election before allowing him to 
•vote proof of payment of all taxes, in- 
cluding poll tax, assessed against him 
for the previous year. 


(F)—Registration certificates, when 


lost, shall be renewed, ii applicant is 
qualified under the provisions of this 
constitution, or if he has been regis- 
tered, as provided in sub-section "C." { 


SEC 5—Any person denied regis- 


tration shall have the right to appeal 
to any and all courts of this state to 
determine the question under the lim- 
itations imposed in this article; and 
the general assembly shall provide by 
law for the correction of illegal or 
fraudulent registration and the pun- 
ishment of the same. 


SEC. 6.—The following persons are 


disqualified from being registered or 
•voting: 
First—Persons convicted of 


burglary, 
theft, 
arson, 
obtaining 


money or goods under false pretenses, 
perjury, forgery, robbery, bribery, 
adultery, embezzlement, bigamy or 
crimes against the election laws; pro- 
Tided, that the pardon of the governor 
•hall remove such disqualifications. 
Second—Persons who are idiots, in- 
sane, paupers supported at 'the public 
expense and persons confined in any 
public prison. 


Sec. 7.—For the purpose of voting no 


person shall be deemed to have gained 
or lost a residence by reason of his 
presence or absence while employed in 
the service of the United States, nor 
while engaged in the navigation of 
the waters ofHhis state, or of the 
United States or the high seas. 


SEC. 8.—The general assembly shall 


provide by law for the registration of 
all qualified electors, and shall pre- 
scribe the manner of holding elections 
and of ascertaining the results of the 
same; provided, that each of the two 
parties casting the highest number of 
votes at the preceding election shall 
have representation on the board of 
managers at each precinct, and on the 
board of county canvassers in each 
county. 


8«x 9.—'!he several counties in the 


States shall be divided into election 
districts with one precinct in each of 
the same, at which alone the voter 
registered for that precinct can cast 
als ballot; provided, that a voter may 
be transferred from one election dis- 
trict to'another. 
Sic. 
10.—The general assembly 


•hall provide by law for the holding 
9t party primary elections and pun- 
ishing bland at the same. 


Sec. 11.—The registration books shall 


•lose at least thirty days ^•tof* u 


after whleh transfer, 


registration •hall not be legal except 
as to persons coming of age in the in- 
terim. 


SEC. 12.—Electors in municipal elec- 


tions shall possess all the qualifica- 
tions herein prescribed. 


SKC IS.— At a special election in in- 


corporated cities and towns ot the 
state for the purpose of bonding the 
same or for raising revenue, all resi- 
dent owners of property in said cities 
and towns of the assessed value of $300 
who are qualified electors under this 
constitution shall alone be entitled to 
vote at snch election. The voter shall 
produce a receipt for all taxes, county, 
state and municipal, for the previous 
year as evidence of his right to vote. 


SEC. U.—Elector* shall in all can 


except treason, felony or a breach of 
the peace, be privileged from arrest on 
the days of election during their at- 
tendance at the polls and going to and 
returning therefrom. 


SEC 15.—No power, civil or military 


shall at any time interfere to prevent 
the free exercise of the right or suf- 
frage.

It is only necessary here to consider

weight champion of the world, and 
lobert Fitzsimmons, challenger of Cor- 
tett and middle-weight champion of 
he world. 
When I say I believe Corbett to be a

nade on Fitzsimmonb when backed up

knew that BnUivan was a physical 
wreck and in no shape to do battle. 
The formidable name of Sullivan -.lone 
terrified him. At the opening ot the 
battle he was painfully nervous and 
had to ' be braced up by mysterious 
"tonics." It was only after he discov- 
ered that Sullivan was slow as a cart 
horse and could not possibly hit hint 
that he picked np courage and went at 
his man. This was after the third 
round. He wan very brave then and 
hammered the half-dead old lion un- 
mercifully, the same as he did that 
other dissipated, broken down old man, 
Charles Mitchell, of England. 


I will mention three well authenti- 


cated instances of Corbett's corwardice 
and in two-of them can bring abundant 
testimony to prove the truth of what 1 
say. When Corbett fought Joe Choyn- 
ski In California he wanted to "quit" 
In the worst way In the twenty-first 
round, saying that his hands pained 
him so that be eould go no further. He 
was even about to pull his gloves oft 
when his trainer and second, Billy Do- 


Iraey, who ta jtm with him, •aid: "My 
God, Jim, dont quit now; see, yonVe 
got him all but finished. A few more 
punches will do the trick." It was true 
"Game Joe" was nearly gone Mid Cor- 
bett saw it. 
Corbett stayed and 


Choynski was knocked out in six rounds 
more. But for Billy Delaney he would, 
not have won that battle and would 


ever have subsequently had the chance 


to meet two old physical wrecks like 
Sullivan and Mitchell and become 
champion of the world. Arthur T. 
Lumley, editor of the Illustrated News, 
who is In close touch with the princi- 
pals of the affair, could, If he would, 
tell of some spicy incidents of the affair. 


One thing Lnmley does tell which he 


saw with his own eyes. When-Peter 
Maher, the Irish champion, whipped 
Jim Daley, Corbett's sparring partner, 
at Philadelphia a few years ago, the 
twain had some hot words. 
Friends 


separated them and efforts to make a 
match followed. 
Corbett, however, 


wanted no part of the Irishman. He 
was too young and strong for the man 
who favors old men. Corbett, how- 
ever, spoke bitterly and disparagingly 
of Maher behind bis back. The Irishman 
threatened to whip him on sight. One 
day while Corbett and Lumley were 
chatting in the latter's office they espied 
Peter Maher and hfs manager Billy 
Madden across the street and, making 
for Lumley's office. 
Immediately a 


cold sweat broke out over Corbett, and, 
despite Lumley's efforts to restrain 
lira, he rushed precipitately down to- 
ward the back entrance of the sanctum 
so as to avoid meeting Maher coming 
up the front steps. 


Pretty nearly every sportsman will 


recall the last incident I will relate, 
;he meeting between Charley Mitchell 
md Corbett at Miner's theater, on the 
Bowery,«& few weeks prior to his battle 
with Sullivan. Corbett had, as Mitchell 
thought, "beat" Paddy Slavin and him- 
self out of a week's engagement at that 
iheater 
by "clever" management. 


Mitchell dropped in at the theater one 
night accompanied by Slavin, and 
meeting Corbett 
in 
the 
barroom 


promptly called him down for his "un- 
rentlemauly" conduct. 
Mitchell and 


•flavin, were alone, while Corbett had 
an army of adherents. Mitchell used 
[angnage towards Corbett which even 
a cripple would resent, but Corbett, 
pale with fright and trembling in 
svery limb, had not the manhood to 
tell the Englishman then and there. 
Re had every encouragement, too, for 
ne was in the house of his friends, and 
"Big Plorrie" Sullivan, the ward de- 
tective, a cousin of Senator Timothy 
Dry Dollar Sullivan, urged the Cali- 
fornian to go at the Briton and that he 
would look after Slavin. "I'm an offi- 
cer," said Florrie, "and if the police 
pop in 111 arrest Mitchell for 'disturb- 
ing the public peace and you won't be 
bothered." 


It was all in vain, however. Corbett 


lad not courage enough left to whip a 
sick woman. He beat an ignominious 
retreat. He was a "gentleman," and 
would not fight. A month later, how- 
ever, he forgot his gentility so far as to 
threaten to punch Dominick McCafFery, 
a sickly, broken-down pugilist, in Mad- 
ison Square garden. He had a "cinch" 
on poor McCaffrey, and was afflicted 
with no nervousness on that occasion. 


His recent attack on Fitzsitninons is 


in keeping with his other- actions. Of 
course, he had a dozen men with him 
else he would never have dared to run 
foul of Fitzsimmons. The nerve the 
Australian displayed on that occasion, 
although he was practically 
alone, 


quite awed Corbett, and he asked, sus- 
piciously: "Are you trying to cop a 
sneak on me?" 


Fitzsimmons is the direct antithesis of 


Corbett. He has a highly nervous or- 
ganization, to be sure, yet in action and 
just before action he is as cool as a cu- 
cumber. This is the result of natural 
born confidence in his own powers. He 
was the same when he met the Maori 
and "Starlight" in Australia, and 
Dempsey, Upham, McCarthy, Hall, 
Creeclon, Choynski and Peter Maher in 
America, cool and confident, and he 
whipped all his men. Young, strong. 
healthy men, too, and not broken down 
wrecks. He defeated his men in less 
than half the time Corbett did his. His 
expressed willingness to go against 
Slavin, Goddard and Maher at the new 
Orleans carnival, big, husky fellows 
whom Corbett always avoided, is proof 
of his courage. If further proof were 
needed it is furnished in the daring, 
yes, foolhardy feat he performed re- 
cently in going into a den of lions at 
Coney Island and comingout unscathed. 
Had he shown a trace of fear he would 
have been torn limb from limb. Not 
considering the physical qualities of the 
men at all, but gauging them by the at- 
tribute of courage alone I confidently 
predict that Fitzsimmons will prove an 
easy winner of the great battle for the 
sixty-one thousand dollars and the 
world's championship at Dallas on Oc- 
tober 81 next.v

SMITH PLEADS (3C1LTY. 


Judge Vail after making the last en 


try for the morning hour on the civil 
docket, reached for the People's Docket 
at hie left, opened it and said: 


The

Smith. Is the defendant in court?"' 


An answer in the affirmative was 


given promptly by A. H. Mills, assistant 
state's attorney. 


"Bring him up," said the court, and 


Sheriff Nicholson eteered the defendant 
around to the south side of the judge's 
desk, BO that he might face the court. 


"Stand there," said the court. 
"That 


will do." 


Looking again at the docket and 


glancing about for a moment Judge 
Vail said, addressing the prisoner: "You 
are charged in this case with the crime 
of murder. Do you wish to plead guilty 
or not guilty?" 


"Guilty," said Smith. 
The answer 


came at once and without hesitation. 


The Court—"If you plead guilty it 


will be the duty of the court to sentence 
you to hang, or send you to the peniten- 
tiary for a term not less than 11 years or 
for life. With this explanation do you 
still plead guilty?" 


"Yes, sir," answered Smith. 
The Court—"Have you talked with 


your attorneys?" 


Judge Vail last evening had excused 


Bunn & Park, whom he had appointed 
Monday evening to defend Smith, and 
he had prevailed upon Attorneys Buck- 
ingham and Redman to look after tbe

I have considerable business be- 
fore me. I have had- a jury case up for 
three days, still unsettled. I will hear 
the evidence as to Smith Monday morn- 
ing next, before passing sentence." 


"That will be satisfactory," said Mr. 


Mills, and then all of the prisoners were 
taken back to jail. Nearly everybody 
went down stairs after the prisoners. 
There was no demonstration and all 
were safely returned to the jail. Mr. 
Buchert and his son Fred, came down 
on the walk to meet Louis Buchert, 
who had driven up in a buggy. They 
told Louis what Smith had done, and 
also informed him as 
the court. They had

Smith said he had had a talk with Mr. 
Buckingham, but did not indicate last 
evening what he would say in court to- 
day. 


Mr. Buckingham, who stood near the 


judge's desk, said: "If the court please, 
1 had a talk with the prisoner at the 
jail last evening. I told him the crime 
was without excuse. I asked him what 
he wanted to do. He said he would 
study over it, and that he might plead 
guilty. He said he would think about 
it and decide." 


The Court—"This is a pretty serious 


thing to do, come into court and plead 
guilty to murder." Turning to Smith 
again Judge Vail asked: "Are you sure 
you understand the power and duty of 
the court." 


'•Yes, sir; I think I do," answered 


Smith. 


Judge Vail paused a moment, and 


then said: 
"Before I impose any sen- 


tence in this case I want to hear some 
testimony. 
I know nothing about the 


case except what I have picked up at 
random. I have not read the papers, 
acd have no personal knowledge of the 
real character of the case. 
Seat the 


prisoner, Mr. Sheriff." 


As Smith was moving, toward his 


chair, Assistant Mills called the atten- 
tion of the court to the fact that there 
was a second charge of murder againet 
Smith. 
The prisoner was called back 


at once and asked to plead in the 
second case. 


"Are you guilty or not guilty in this 


second case?" asked the court. 


Smith—"Not guilty." 
There seemed to be some misunder- 


standing as to which case Smith con- 
fessed his guilt, and the prisoner was 
questioned again to get the pleadings 
straight. 


"I plead guilty to killing the Baby," 


eaid Smith, meaning his little daughter 
Louise. "Not guilty in the other case," 
meaning the murder of Miss Edna 
Buchert, his sister-io law. 


The court got both indictment* and 


make. They seemed to be satisfied. 
Mr. Buchert got into the buggy andi 
went home with Louis, and Fred re- 
mained on the walk. 


Mr. Buchert remarked to the REPUB- 


LICAN reporter that he was deeply grate- 
ful to the public for their sympathy, 
and that he regretted that the double 
funeral" had not been held in a large 
church, so that everybody could have 
been better accommodated. 


It is expected that Judge Vail will 


pass sentence on Smith Monday next.
